Four Imndred and twenty-eight in a 
million die of whooping-congh because it 
Beldoin frightens patients, and neighborly 
old liulies of both sexes give advice. 

Only three hundred and forty-one in a 
million die of measles because it so 
frightens as to induce the friends to send 
for a doctor. 

Only two hundred and twenty-two in 
a million die of scarlet fever, because 
ineilical advice in sought Booner and more 
implicitly obeyed. 

Only one hundred and sixty-eight in a 
niillidii die (if diphtheria, because it 
frightens more than most other diseases, 
and induces people to send for a doctor 
quickly. 

Thus we may class tliseases as more or 
less fatal, as people are afraid of them 
and seek proper advice to Iwth prevent 

luid cure.
